Lnttrell is of the opinion that, in his 
next message, Mr. Hayes will make 
it plain that be is in earnest in his 
desire to give relief to the people of 
this'coast-from the Mongolian corse. 
"I am not at liberty," said Mr. Lnt- 
irell, "lo tell you'all that passed be- 
tween .the President and myself pn 
the subject, but if he means what he 
says, and I believe he does—for I 
have found him a man whose word 
may be relied on—he is strongly in 
favor of at least a modification of tne 
treaty. He has lost np opportunity 
of advising himself on the subject, 
and I need hardly say that the Sena- 
tors and Representatives from this 
coast have been only too glad to give 
him ail the information af their dis- 
posal. Our position on the question 
is beginning to be appreciated in the 
East. 
The sentiment, in different 


States has veered round in onr favor. 
Even during my present visit such 
members of Congress as spoke to me 
on the subject sympathized with the 
position in which we are placed on 
ibis coast, and my opinion is that 
next sessidn we shall accomplish all 
the legislation necessary on this 
matter."

similatp themselves to our laws and 
customs. It is not so with the Obol- 
ies imported from China by tbe sis 
great companies of San Francisco 
They are brought here under con 
tracts which are contrary to the laws 
of morality. They are, in faot, slaves 
for a term of years after their arri- 
val. ' Only young men are imported 
There are no >wives nor families'. 
Every Coolie cornea here with a de- 
wrmination to return homo again as 
soon as he has acoumolated a few 
inndred dollars. 
The Coolies live 


by themselves in barracks, bavo laws 
of their own, and oling to their idola- 
trous religion. 
Shiploads of prosti- 


tutes are brought over "in the in- 
terest of morality," and these poor 
creatures are sold like dogs in the 
Chinese quarters. 


To say that opposition ta this sort 


of thing is anti American and un- 
christian ia absurd. 
We are glad 


that President Hayes has taken the 
pains to fully inform himself on this 
subject. He is fully determined to 
demand of the Chinese Embassy, 
now en route for Washington, a mod- 
ification of the Burlingame treaty. 
Congressman Luttrell of California, 
who is as mnch opposed to the Chi- 
nese as Kerrney, says he is folly 
satisfied with the President's posi- 
tion. 
Ho says Hayes ia "perfectly 


alive to the great evils resulting to 
the country from the influx of Chi- 
nese. When I go back to California 
if I could tell the people exactly 
what (he President has said to me on 
this subject it would send a thrill 
through the whole Paoiffo slope. 
Wie are perfectly safe in trusting to 
the Preoident to settle this question.

Don't send any man to Con 
gress who shall vote that tbe man 
with capital, doing nothing for the 
eood of his kind, shall have a better 
opportunity-in<'Society than the man 
who works eight or teit hours a day.
